Until announcement of the 
new discovery, astronomers meas 
ured the 'speed and" distance of 
objects by a technique called 
the "red shift." They said that 
the faster an object goes, the 
more Its light shifts Into the red 
part of the spectrum. 

All distance objects, they said, 
appear to be going away from 
our part of the universe, They all 
seem to go faster — and get red- 
der — th» farther they raced*. 



Astronomers, using this metn- 
od to measure speed and dis- 
tance, figured the percentage of 
shift across the spectrum — to- 
ward red — equalled the percent- 
age of the speed of light at 
which the object was traveling 

Thus, If the shift toward red 
was lj-10th ofiithe way. they fig* 
ured the object was going about 
l-10th the speed of light 

The problem, however. Is that 
they keep finding new objects 
farther and farther away. The 
new object, dubbed 3C-H7. Is be- 
lieved to be 10 or 20" per cent 
farther away than .the most dis-

Johnson Asks^ 
Quick Aid 
For Alaskans 

JOHNSON CITY, Tex., March 
30 * — President Johnson poured 
over new reports on Alaskan 
earthquake damage today and 
the White House sold his view Li 
that everything necessary must 
be done for current and long 
term relief. 

This almost certainly will re- 
quire new legislation. 

Johnson's reports on the dam- 
age came from his emissary on 
the scene. Edward A. McDermott, 
before McDermott took off Sun 
day night for Washington to 
consult with a wide array of 
government officials on what 
needs to be done. 

White House press secretary 
George Reedy said Johnson told 
McDermott to proceed as rapidly 
as possible to process the facts 
and develop them Into a tight 
recommendation "on which we 
enn proceed without delay to the 
relief of the people who are fac- 
ing this extremely difficult situ- 
ation — difficult not only In terms 
of what l&^nappenlng to them 
right now, but difficult In terms 
of what they face In terms of 
months." 

Before leaving Alaska, McDer- 
mott. head of the office of emer 
gency planning, said It was clear 
that the disaster relief program 
possible under present law would 
not be enough. 

He said it would take two to 
four months to restore Alaska's 
economy to any workable condi- 
tion. 

Reedy said that McDermott 
had found that casualties hi 
Alaska will be somewhat less 
than had been anticipated but 
that ^ property damage will - be 
considerably greater than had 
been anticipated.

Its 
business district' and Its best 
residential sections were totter- 
ing heaps of awesome wreckage 
Kodlak Island enumerated 12 
dead. Its fishing fleet and con 
nlng planus were wreckage. 

One hundred and five miles 
southeast of Anchorage, reports 
from the small town of Valdez 
— pronounced "Valdees" — sold 
many of the 32 dead were on a 
dock that collapsed when hit by 
a huge sea wave. 

The sea waves also worked 
terrible and deadly destruction 
thousands of miles away, killing 
at least 14 persons In California 
and Oregon. Worst of these suf- 
ferers was CrJscent City, Oatrf.. 
more than 2.000 miles from the 
quake's epicenter. There 11 per- 
sons died and 15 were still miss- 
ing. 

Anchorage, center of the Alas- 
kan recovery effort, went soberly 
about Us business, flinching at 
successive after-shocks. 

One shake, felt strongly in 
Anchorage Easter evening, was 
rated at 7J on the Rlchter scale 
of enerRy by the University of 
Washington at Seattle. 1.500 
miles away. University scient- 
ists .<ald irwns~a separate quake. 
In the Aleutian trench 600 miles 
,it ' northwest of Friday's epicenter, 
but Anchorage felt It with Jittery 
apprehension. 

An earlier mid-after.noon shock 
led to a civil defense warning 
of a new tidal wave hended for 
Seward.

NEW DELHI, March 30 IUPD — 
Indian officials said Sunday that 
two weeks of Hindu-Moslem re- 
ligious warfare his cost nearly 
300 lives in eastern India. Unof- 
ficial estimates put the toll much 
higher.

The violence sparked new vio- 
lence. For the first time. India's 
Christian tribesmen became in- 
volved, and Christian attacks on 
Moslem villages became so severe 
that the entire "tribal belt" of 
eastern India has been sealed off 
by the Indian army.

Stevenson, TJ.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations; made a big 
pitch on It the other night and 
Johnson followed up. 

Khrushchev had so much to 
say about It at the start of 1B64 
that his few thousand .well- 
chosen words took up almost a 
whole newspaper page 

Last New Year s eve he told 
every country with which the 
Soviet Union has diplomatic re 
Irftlons that no one but a mad 
man could think of all-out war 
any more. 

He proposed an International 
agreement renouncing the use 
of force In settling international 
disputes. 

Not to be outdone In this 
' peace offensive," Johnson an- 
swered him. the very next day 
saying "the time for simply 
talking about pence has passed

A week ago. Stevenson at 
Princeton suggested "the centra] 
trend of our times is the emer- 
gence of what, for lack of

Federal-State River Basin 
Program Meets Oppositions.

WASHINGTON. March 30 IM— 
Unexpected. OBposmonJias arisen 
In congress to abtlTToFT^o" 
ordlnatcd federal -state prpgrom 
to plan development of river 
basins. 

The legislation, which had ap- 
peared to be moving toward pas- 
sage after years of study, would 
create a' cablnct-Ievcl water re- 
sources council to coordinate the 
planning. 

A house interior subcommittee 
has held hearings on the senate- 
passed bill and probably will con- 
sider it after another session ex- 
pected- to be called soon. 

Spokesmen- for the U.S. Cham- 
ber of commerce and the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers 
voiced fears •Thursday that the 
bill would place the federal gov- 
ernment in a dominant role. 

One observer said he saw signs 
more opposition may be coming 
from private power groups which 



oppose some federal water proj 
ects. 

Both Bell. Clinton v. 
son, D.. N.M.. of the senate in- 
terior committee, and Chairman 
Wayne Asplnall, D„ Colo., of the 
house Interior committee, have 
noted .the long history of the leg- 
islation. 

Asplnall introduced a bill in 
1950 to provide, general authority 
for establishing river basin plan- 
ning commissions. 

Anderson Bald his bill was of- 
fered In 1061, on the recommen- 
dation of a senate special com- 
mittee on water resources, which 
had reported the national In- 
crease in water shortages. 

The first senate bill ran into 
strong opposition in 18B1-62 from 
states which complained It would 
give the federal government too 
much power. 

A compromise measure was of* 
fered last year, giving the states 



more authority in the appoint- 
ment of their members of the 
commission. Anderson said then 
that "the matter of state versus 
federal rights Is a dlstpute nearly 
as old as our nation itself." 
He said the states would be 
*nrf.~-l^ u " y Protected by the bill, which 
f" , "would authorize planning! -grants 
flL * 1,1 " of 60 million dollars in 10 years 
to be matched by the states.
